Defied Sharks To 


Flee Devil's Isle 


Not many of the world’s most’ 


famous penal institutions have 
been able to match, in hard fact, 
their sinister notoriety. in leg- 
end. For first-hand information 
of prison life we must rely on 
the testimony either of .former 
inmates or warders — and both 
sources, for obvious reasons, 
find it difficult to free them- 
selves of prejudice. 

It is, however, almost impos- 
sible to exaggerate the horrors, 
the spine-chilling, primitive sa- 
vagery, of life in the French 
penal colony of Guiana — one 
of the most fiendishly conceived 
prisons of all time, ranking in 
bestiality with Belsen. 

Between the beginning of the 
mineteenth century ‘and 1938, 
more than a hundred thousand 
French subjects were, sent to 
werve sentences in this hell on 
earth for crimes ranging from 
theft to murder. The settlement, 
eommonly known as Devil's Is- 


Jand, was established on the 
principle of colonization by 
transportation. ‘ 


When the convicts finished 
their terms, they were obliged 
to remain in the colony for a 
further period — corresponding 
to the Jength of their sentence 
-— in the hope that they would 
marry and settle down. 
“Unfortunately, only about 
geven thousand of the hundred 
thousand lived to complete their 
sentences, Although an average 
of nine hundred prisoners arriv- 
ed from Ffance every year, 
there were never more than six 
thousand convicts alive at any 
one time. 

Escape is the number one. con- 
versation topic in any prison; 
in Guiana, among the handful 
of men who had somehow man- 
aged to retain their spirit and 
sanity, it was an obsession. 

Almost without exception 
every convict there had made at 
least one attempt to escape; only 


‘a few had succeeded. The rest 


were shot, recaptured, or weak- 


ened and killed by the merci- 


. Jess jungle. 


Together with the islands of 


Royale and St. Joseph, the grim . 


Devil's Island belonged to a 
group called, with monumental 
inaccuracy, the Isles of Salva- 
tion. 

With most prisons, the prob- 
lem of breaking out is the one 


with which the inmates are most 


concerned. In contrast, Devil's 
Island was comparatively easy 
to escape from; the real prob- 
lem was, haying escaped to sur- 
vive, 

To make for Dutch Guiana or 
Brazil by land was to risk death 
from hunger or exhaustion in 
the impenetrable bush; to at- 
tempt an'escape by sea was. to 
court death from exposure, 
drowning or sharks. Further- 
more, even if a convict managed 
to reath ‘Dutch Guiana or Bra- 
zil he ‘would invariably be ar- 


rested and handed over to the: 


French. 

There was bul one really sale 
haven for fugitives Trinidad, 
eight hundred miles away. 

This was the goal of ten con- 
victs who planned a daring @s- 
cape bid’ ‘in September, 1934. Led 
by aman called Jean Duvernay,

Apart 
from the treacherous currents 
they were full of sharks and 
barracudas — vicious brutes 
which had put a bloody end to 
innumerable escape attempts. 
All the convicts on this occa- 
sion, however, survived the 
swim, 


The boat was waiting for 


rowed for the mainland. They 
put the fisherman ashore and 
after obtaining food and water 
set sail for Trinidad. 

Then followed one of tife most 
hazardous and terrifying voy- 
ages in the history of small 
craft. None of the ten knew 
anything about navigation. They 
merely pointed the boat in what. 
they thought was the right di- 
rection and hoped. 

For thirty-two days they en- 
dured storms and turbulent seas, 
drenching downpours of rain 
and the scorching, agonizing 


twenty-seventh day their water 
ran out; on the twenty - ninth 
they ate the last of their food. 
Exhausted, they lay on the deck 
and waited for what seemed cer- 
tain death. 

Just when they seemed doom- 
ed a British freighter spotted 
them. The fugitives were’in poor 
shape; they had been far from 
fit when they started — now 
they were little more than frail 
sun-blackehed shadows. Thank- 
fully, they clambered aboard 
the freighter and gulped down 
the water they were given. It 
seemed their troubles were over. 

Then their hopes crashed. The 
ship’s captain informed them 
that the freighter’s destination 
was Cayenne, French Guiana. 

Taking on fresh supplies they 

returned to their frail craft and 
somehow reached Trinidad, 
where they rested for thirty 
days. But the ten convicts did 
not plan to stay in Trinidad— 


their destination was Mexico or 


Panama, wheré fewer questions 
would be-asked. 

They obtained another craft 
and set out again, Winds buffet- 
ed them and they were drenched 
hy squalls. On the twelfth day 
their little boat was driven on 
to a coral reef off the coast of 
Curacao, and smashed to pieces. 
Miraculously, all the fugitives 
survived. They stumbled ashore 
and were cared for by local re- 


sidents. When they recovered 
they were given yet another 
craft — a fourteen foot fishing 
boat — in which they set sail 


for the third time. 

The first night out their yard 
parted and they had to fight 
their way to San Nicolas Bay, 
Aruba. Here they were given 
shelter and they stayed long 
enough for their boat to be re- 
paired,

Who Killed This 
English King? 


Down in the forest—a beauti- 
ful glade in the green heart of 
Britain’s New Forest—historians 
have been trying to trace the 
flight of an arrow which sped 
through the air on August 2nd, 
1100 and killed a King of Eng- 
land, William Rufus. 

They are investigating a mys- 
tery which has puzzled histor- 
jans all’ over the world during 
all the years which have passed 
since the arrow struck Rufus 
just below the breastplate, caus- 
ing his instant death. 

Who shot him? A stone to-day 
marks the spot where he died 
while on a hunting expedition 
and records that an arrow fired 
by Sir Walter Tyrrell, one of his 
party, glanced off a stag and 
struck the king. 

But was it an accident? No, 
say many historians. They think 
that Tyrrell took steady aim at 
the monarch while the beaters 
were not looking and shot him 

There is no doubt that imme- 
diately after the tragedy Tyrrell 
made a very rapid getaway to 
the West Country and beyond. 
At Avon Tyrrell there is a 
smithy where he. stayed for a 
few minutes while the smith re- 
moved his horse’s shoes and re- 
placed them back to front to 
baffle his pursuers. 

“It points 
to a prearranged assassination,” 
declare some, Others have it that 
Tyrrell never shot the arrow at 
all and that another man, who 
came from Aix, was the assassin. 
Certainly Tyrrell, from a safe 
distance overseas, strongly pro- 
tested his innocence. _ 

A poor charcoal burner named 
Purkiss, walking in the forest, 
found the richly dressed body of 
Rufus and pulled the arrow 
from his breast. He summoned 
help and it was then found that 
the dead man was the king. His

Pigeon Fanciers 
Hate Falcons 


Peregrines, favourite falcons of 
kings and princes in the Middle 
Ages, swooped suddenly into the 
news recently when ornitholo- 
gists said that these magnificent 
birds of prey were breeding 
more plentifully on the high 
eliffs around the British coast. 
Peregrines have killed so 
many racing pigeons in Wales 
that pigeon-breeders there are 
pressing for removal of the Pro- 
tection Order which makes it 
illegal to kill the falcons. 
Pigeon fanciers hate pere- 
grines, “the pirates of the skies” 
— and no wonder. They know 
that a peregrine, the largest of 
the British falcons, can make a 
“grand stoop” from four or five 
thousand feet at a speed of not 
much less than 200 miles an 
hour and kill a racing pigeon. 
After a headlong swoop it has 
also been seen to seize its, vic- 
tim with its claws and either 
force it to the ground or carry 
it swiftly away to one of the 
nesting ledges, called aeries, 
some of which have been used by 
peregrines for centuries.

In Castle Wall 

“Fire!” A frightened lad ran 
across a-courtyard of Edinburgh 
Castle one autumn afternoon, 
arousing the garrison to his cries 
‘of alarm .. . and, incidentally, 
getting off a trail of royal mys- 
tery that defies solution to this 
day. 

A ralter running into the 
ehimiey of the master-gunner’s 
effice was ablaze. Luckily, the 
eddying smoke was quickly de- 
fected by the yard boy and 
willing hands swiftly doused the 
flames. 

«Tf the fire had occurred at 
night, it might have been a dif- 
ferent and more tragic story. The 

_ magazines were stuffed with 
ammunition and a fearful ex- 
plosion would — probably have 
destroyed not only the Castle but 

ps a large part of Edin- 
burgh itself. 

Fearful of the risk of such 

_ @ire consequences, the Governor 
ordered all the surrounding 
chimneys and ‘walls to be close- 
ly examined. But for this vigil- 
ant inspection scientists would 
mever have stumbled on the rid- 
dle of the baby’s coffin that 
still remains sealed in the Castile 
wall. 


Tapping the ancient masonry 


that walled the private apart- 
ments of Mary, Queen of Scots, 
a workman noticed that one 
atone emitted a hollow ring. 

He pried it out, expecting to 
find structural decay and dam- 
age. Instead the space behind 
it was filled by a tiny oaken cof- 
ae 

It was of good workmanship 
and, thinking they were stumbl- 
ing on a lost hoard.of treasure, 
the masons opefied the casket... 
and fell back in alarm. 

In the coffin lay the body of 
a baby, shrivelled and mummi- 
fied by the passage of time. Yet 
the vestments of silk and cloth- 
ef-gold still gleamed with fresh 
magnificence. and the embroid- 
ered initial “J” stood out richiy 
on the tiny sleeve. _ 

From its craftsnianship and 
style, experts estimated that the 
coffin was between 250 and 300 
years old, Was there a link be- 
tween this macabre discovery in 
1836 — and the more distant days 
when Mary, Queen of Scots, was 

_ a beautiful young woman of 
twenty-four eagerly anticipat- 
ing her first child? * 

Mary’s husband, Robert Dern- 
ley, stood next in successiog to 
the English throne. And when 
she announced that a baby was 
on the way, the news ran from 
lip to lip and her followers’ 
rejoicing knew no bounds. 

The times were cruel and 
dark. In England Elizabeth had 
reigned as,a Protestant Queen 
for eight years, each bitter month 
increasing the flow of Catholic 
refugees across the Border. 

Every day, however, brought 
new. plots of religious intoler- 
ance and, in the court of Scot- 
land itself; Mary could rely on 
only two true friends. One was 
the proud Earl 
other wag \humbly-born David 
Rizzio, whom she had raised 
from being a minstrel to be con- 
stantly at her side as private 
secretary. 

A faint and abominable whis- 
per suggested that Rizzio was 
perhaps the true father of her 
child. It was not more than a 
whisper, swiftly stamped out, 
for both Darnley and Mary ar- 
dently dreamed that the coming 
child would be the first to rule 
a united kingdom of England and 
Scotland. 

Nothing should mar that high 
ambition and perhaps Rizzio was 
always a lonely threat to euch 
hopes. Perhaps that is why, one 
night, a group of conspirators 
burst through Darnley’s rooms 
at Holyrood — Darnley himself 
amongst them — to tear Rizzio 

from the Queen's ‘side.

There was a single, short cry 
as the poniards plunged into his 
breast — fifty vengeful dagger- 
thrusts in all. Then his tattered 
body was hurled into the court- 
yard, while Mary wept silently 
in a bitter. passion of horror and 
hate. 

This part of the story is fam- 
jliar, yet historians have still to 
unravel the inner mystery. Al- 
though men said that the broken 
Queen would never tend her 
husband with love again, she still 
flattered him with silken words 
and seemed to forgive him. 

Even murder, it seemed, did 
not diminish her allegiance to 
him as husband. Or was she 
stifling anguished inner hatred 
for the sake of the coming child? 


The baby was born three. 
months later: The guns proudly 
boomed the event. “I present to 
you the child who will unite the 
kingdoms of Scotland and Eng- 
land,” said Mary, as she placed 
the infant in Darnley’s arms. 
Thousands .of stout hearts re- 


joiced and ‘the English Parlia- 


ment itself shivered. 

But supposing’ the baby had 
died, dashing all hopes, at thie 
vital moment of British hostory? 

A rumjur has always persisted 
that the baby was lowered in a 
basket by a rope and whisked 
away to Stirling Castle for safety 


+ with the Earl of Mar. It seems a 


strangely dangerous way to treat 
a living infant; but a far less 
perilous exit for a corpse. 

The windéw from which this 
hazardous operation was made 
is almost immediately over the 
coffin stone. It was commonplace 
in those days for 4 child to sicken 
and die in the first hours of life. 
Did this fate overtake the infant 
son of Mary, Queen of Scots, and 
was he swiftly replaced by a 


Mary, Queen of Scots, however, 
was ir Edinburgh Castle for only 
the final months of pregnancy in 
1566. She often spoke of a fore- 
boding that the baby would not 
live. Supposing these dreads were 
realized? The Countess of Mar 
vias confined at about the same 
time in Edinburgh Castle. He 
was a second baby to take. the 
place of Mary’s child. 

Who but a prince would be, 
wrapped in cloth-of-gold with 
the initial “J? Moreover, royal 
portraits reveal a striking like- 
ness between James I and the 
Earls of Mar of that period. 

All the resources of science can 
never solve the riddle to-day. 
When the coffin was first found, 
news was sent to St, James’s 
Palace — and the order came 
back that it was to be replaced 
in the wall, sealed by the same 
stone.

Above a small nail-studded 
door — a door close to the pub- 
lic entrance of the royal apart- 
ments to-day — the coffin stone 
can still be seen.

When Mary 
Queen of Scots, was near the 
scaffold, she sent a final message 
to her son. “Tell him I have done 
nothing to prejudice his kingdom 
of Scotland,” she said. ° 

Did she intend this as a re- 
assurance that the secret of his 
birth was taken to the grave?

In Washington 


The government that was born 
out of opposition to one Stamp 
Act now needs some sort of new 
stamp act to get it out of a jam. 

In Washington the General 
Services Administration, in its 
role of supervising federal pro- 
perty, has collected a heap of 
trading stamps that, to trail a 
preposition, it doesn’t know 
what to do with. 

It seems that government 
workers who bought gas with 
government money to run their 
government cars have been get- 


. ting trading stamps with their 


purchases — and GSA thought, 
under the circumstances, these 
ought to be government stamps. 
So the stamps now are collect- 
ing by the millions, But GSA

Dinner Is Served 
In An Oak Tree 


Will the traditional English 
oak tree eventually disappear? 
There are signs that it may do 


50. 

In Kent 2,000 acres of forest 
and woodland are being replant- 
ed annually, but few of them 
contain oaks. Says a Forestry 
Commission official: “It is diffi- 
cult to justify the planting of 
oak trees because of the high 
quality soil they need to grow 
well.” 

Forestry experts say tliat the 
finest forest oak tree in all Bri- 
tain today is the 95-foot giant 
known as Lady Harriett’s. Oak 
on the Powis Castle estate in 
Wales, which has always been 
famous for its noble oaks. 

This flourishing forest giant 
thrills foresters because it is so 
wonderfully straight and tall, 
the first branch being more than 
50 feet from the ground. 

Five to six hundred years is 
reckoned a good age for an Oak. 
But many have flourished for 
well over 1,000 years. Said a 
tree expert recently: “An oak 
grows for 500 years, is in its 
prime for another 200, and de- 
cline for several hundred more.” 

But an old Gaelic saying puts 
it this way: “cs “ 
Thrice the age of a dog-is the 

age of a horse. <- aah 
Thrice the age of a horse is the 
age of a man. es 
Thrice the age of a man-is the 
age of a stag. 
Thrice the age of a stag is the 
age of an eagle. 
Thrice the age of an eagle is the 
age of an oak tree. 

Taking man’s “allotted span” 
of seventy years, this gives 1,890 
years as the age of an oak. 

Some oaks become so veteran 
that they have to be given 
“erutches.” This happened to the 
Lassington Oak, near Glouces- 
ter, Owing to its great age, its 
weight had to be supported with 
stout props. 

Shakespeare mentions the 
world-famous Herne’s Oak in 
Windsor Forest. The legend of 
the “wold huntsman” who was 
supposed to haunt this ancient 
oak lingered until recent times. 

In 1768 a floor, with benches 
and a table, was put in the 
great oak tree in Bowthorpe 
Park, Lincolnshire. Then twelve 
people dined with ease inside 
the ancient tree.

It is known that often 
Canadian growers find fault 
with the conservatism expressed 
in the actions of many of our 
scientists who prefer to play it 
slowly when it comes to the 
‘adoption of a new chemical. OL- 
ten comment is made on the 
speed with which the American 
experts move in with a new pro- 
duct and the delaying tactics 
employed by Canadian scientists 
who proceed on the basis that 
they prefer to have all thé an- 
swers. But, the fault, in either 
case, is not always with the sci- 
entists. The various industrial 
concerns seeking new. products 
and a bigger share of the market 


are not free of responsibility. 


They often move before all the 
end results are established. But 
of even greater import is the 
established fact that many grow- 
ers are careless in application 
of the various products; that 
they fail to follow instructions 
and thus, build up for all, the 
trouble which leads to an em- 
bargo such as the U.S.A. cran- 
berry growers experienced, 
There willcalways be those who 
refuse to wait for the final ap- 
proval on any chemical. To such 


" people the warning is clear and 


loud—follow the manufacture:’s 
instructions.

Perhaps the most illuminating 
feature of the report of the Roy- 
al Commission on Price Spreads 
is to be found in the conclusion 
that whilst the price index for 
food at retail level rose 20 per 
cent between 1949-1958 and the 
food marketing costs between 
farmer and consumer rose 84 per 
cent*in the same period the 
ievel of farm prices in 1958 was 
the same as in 1949. There are 
a lot of other conclusions to be 
found in the report but, in the 
estimation of The Grower, they 
are secondary to the above find- 
ings. Actually, the Commission 
was established to prove or dis- 
prove the ‘contention of farm 
organizations that prices of farm 
produce had lagged behind as 
costs of distribution spiralled. 
What will be done about the 
situation, now that an independ- 
ent body has ascertained the 
facts, is anybody's guess. That 
something can be done is obvi- 
ous but it-will take courage to 
impose the controls which are 
essential if the balante is to be 
restored. In the meantime the 
free enterprisers will debate 
other phases of the report such 
as the yardstick to be used in 
measuring profits. Actually the 
uninhibited free  enterprisers 
were at it almost before the ink 
on the report was dry. These 
people aren't interested in the 
plight of anybody ~ their only 
interest being complete freedom 
to exert the pressures which as- 
sure long profits — measured by 
any yardstick — which some 
purveyors of foodstuffs are tak- 
ing. This limited interest has but 
one result — the imposition of 
the very contro] and regulation 
the free enterprises abhor. Per- 
haps the imposition of these con- 
trols would do away with neces- 
sity for the costly price supporta 
indulged in during the past cou- 
ple of years.

Forty Sh'ps 
Carrying Cedar 


“Bringing of forty ships filled 
with cedar logs.” So wrote an 
ancient scribe in listing the -ac- 
complishments of Pharaoh Sne- 
fru, ruler of Egypt about 2650 
B.C. This. handful of words 
brings one across the threshold 
into the period of history pro- 
per. The dim tracks of potsherds 
and other. like objects are still 
important — giving them up is 


’ a luxury that the-student of the 


history of shipping cannot af- 
ford at any stage in the ancient 
period — but now there exists, 
for the first time, the strong 
light of written words to serve 
asa guide, | : 

As in the case of many phases 
of civilization, the record begins 
in Egypt. Very little wood: grows 
in the valley of the Nile. Cedar 
most certainly does not, and to 
get it Snefru had to look over- 
seas. So he sent to Phoenicia 
where a famous. stand grew on 
the mountain slopes of Lebanon, 
Snefru ‘was blazing no trail, for 
Egypt had been in touch with 
this area even before his time. 


Archaelogists have found in 
the tombs of pharaohs and 
nobles in earlier dynasties jars 
and flasks and pitchers which 
were made in Palestine and 
Syria, and they have dug up in 
the latter countries objects that 
unquestionably came out of 
Egyptian workshops, Were these 
carried overland or by boat? 
Before the time of Snefru there 
is no way of telling. But his 
words remove all doubt: some 
three thousand years before the 


- birth of Christ a fleet of forty 


vessels slipped their moorings, 
sailed out of a Phoenician -har- 
bor, and shaped a course ‘for 
Egypt to bring there a shipment 
of Lebanese cedar. It is the 
world’s first articulate record of 
large-scale overseas commerce. 


On the coast, not far north of 
where Beirut stands today, was 
the port of Byblus whose begin- 
nings go back beyond recorded 
memory. It was here that, 
among other things, the timber 
of Lebanon in Snefru’s day and 
for centuries thereafter was 
brought to be loaded for ship- 
ment, and copper from the rich 
deposits in Cyprus was ferried 
in for trans-shipment. So con- 
stant was the trade between this 
city and Egypt that from earli- 
est times seagoing merchantmen 
were called “Byblus-ships” whe- 
ther they actually plied between 
there and Egypt or not, just as 
in the last century “China clip- 
pers” and “East Indiamen” were 
used on runs other than those 
they were named for. Hundreds 
of years later, when Egypt lost

ing, the bells tolled his funeral. 

With equal folly Mary of Mo- 
dena saved his baby clothes for 
the next arrival. “Other women 
give their children to the world. 
I give mine to the angels!” she 
consoled herself when yet an- 
other baby—and after still an- 
other—went the same tragic 
way. 

Five years passed and men 
whispered that Mary's hopes of - 
a living son for the throne could 
never be fulfilled. The issue was 
becoming crucial. King Charles 
died, whispering of Nell Gwynn. 


walking in golden shoes over a 
path strewn with flowers—was 
crowned Queen at his side. 
Then, before Coronation year 
had run its course she jubilant- 
ly announced that, once again, a 
baby was on the way. In the 


cries of disbelief. Far from sup- 
porting the Protestant succession — 
of his daughters, Anne and Mary, 
it was argued that James wished 
to foist an impostor on the na- 
tion. Perhaps a Catholic baby 
would be smuggled into the bed- 
chamber. 

The rumour of a plot was so 
rife that no fewer than eighteen 
peers and privy councillors

jostled in the ante outside. 

Curtains were dz around 
the bed while Is stood

Pitifully she 
begged the King to hide her face 


Then, unmistakably, there was a 
baby's cry. 

The shout passed from one to 
another. “A Prince! A Prince!” 
The King was so delighted that 
he promptly knighted the doctor | 
who knelt beside the bed. 

A lively, lusty infant was car- 
ried through the crowd in the 
adjoining room but still thete 
were doubters who averred that 
. maidservant’s new-born baby 
had been smuggled to the Queen 
in a warming-pan. 

Next day the story took a 
different turn. The real baby, it 
was said, died in the night and 
was replaced by a changeling. 

The simple truth was that 
King Jarmnes had already declar- 
ed his intention of rearing the 
boy as a Catholic—and men 
were ready to believe anything 
they heard rather than accept 6 
Catholic successor to the throne. 

Louder grew the voices of 
rumour and a petition was 
drawn up complaining that a 
spurious prince. had been foisted 
on the nation. To stem the tide 
James set up a special tribunal 
of inquiry. 

A string of witnesses gave 
precise evidence of the birth. 
One witness had even seen fire 
in the warming-pan that was 
supposed to have held the spuri- 
oue baby. 

Still the nation was dissatis- 
fied and William of Orange was 
asked to “invade by invitation.” 
Married to King James's eldest 
daughter (by that monarch's 
first marrige) he eventually ac- 
cepted the British throne. 

The rest is history. Mary. of 
Modena’s infant son never gain- 
ed: the crown. At five months 
old, wrapped up to look like a 
kundle of washing, he was hur- 
ried quietly into a rowing-boat 
on the Thames and so transfer- 
red to a ship for France. 

He never reigned and histor- 
iuns to this day still talk of him 
as the Old Pretender.

More than 75,000 Karachi re- 
sidents have been treated by the 
pistol-like injectors to protect 
them against threatened epide- 
mics of cholera, typhoid fever 
and influenza.

of Health toured the flooded 
areas, he ordered the instru- 
ments following their inventor's 
claim of more than a thousand 
immunizations in one hour. 

The injector, which resembles 
a pistol complete with trigger 
and barrel, does not have @ 
necdle to carry the serum under 
the skin. Using a hydraulic prin- 
ciple, it shoots the dosage, and 
makes a hole only slightly larg- 
er than the diameter of a human 
hair. 

When the point is pressed 
against the skin, and the trigger 
pulled, a measured dose of the 
serum is shot painlessly into the 
flesh. The injector has no needle 
or other equipment that requires 
sterilization after each use, and 
the patient’s arm does not have 
to be sponged first with alcohol 
before the injection.

From 
a walk, the rhinos broke into a 
trot, then into a gallop. Bartlett 
had his work cut out to keep 
ewhead of them as they cantered. 
into their new quarters. Then, 
as the pair thundered after him, 
he dropped the bread and just 
managed to clamber over the 
rails in time to avoid their 
charging bodies. 

No other London zoo superin- 
tendent achieved ‘such fame and 


ey as did long-serving 


aham Bartlett.. .. that was 
just one of the many scrapes he 
was involved in. Lacking most 
of the amenities and equipment 
at the disposal of mcdern zoo 
officials, the problems that con- 
fronted him called for consider- 
able ingenuity and thought. But 
he was seldom, stumped. His 
alert mind was usually able to 
cope with the most awkward of 
situations.

After about a week, when the 
creature seemed quite used to 
this ritual, Bartlett decided he 
could. safely substitute a small 
saw for the walking stick, en- 
listing the aid of one of the 
staff to keep her eyes closed. It 
took .ten minutes to get through 
the horn, but the rhino took no 
more notice ofthe sawing than 
H had done of the make-believe 
cutting with the walking stick. 

Another rhino that developed 
horn trouble proved much less 
amenable to treatment. It had 
diverted the growth of its horn 
by constantly driving it against 
the bars of its cage with thé 
result that it curved backwards 
until the point. began to. pene- 
trate the skin. 

“Persuasion was out of | the 
question, because this was & bad- 
tempered specimen. There was 
nothing for it but to secure each 
of the creature's legs with: a 
stout rope and draw -it close to 
the bars. Even so it succeeded 
in breaking three saw blades by 
violently shaking its head from 
side to side before the operation 
could be completed

@ The alarm was sounded, seh 
up ran Bartlett. Appraising the 
situation at once, he sent for 
ropes and barrowloads of gravel. 
The latter was put on the slop- 
ing side of the pool while the 
ropes were fixed around the 
rhino’s body. Now came the 
tricky part of the rescue. 

To haul the animal out of the 
water would not be a difficult 
matter, but in its extreme fright 
Bartlett feared it might run 
amok and injure the keepers 
who had rescued it. 

' Some quick thinking was call- 
ed tor if panic was to be avoided. 


He arranged that the sliding 
gate leading out of the enclo- 
sure should be left open just 
wide enough to let out one man 
at a time, but not a rhinoceros, 
and the men were ordered. to 
make a dash for it as soon as 
the rhino had been hauled up 
the slope. Unfortunately, there 
was a small miscalculation which 
could have turned the whole 
rescue operation into a terrify- 
ing experience for everybody 
concerned. 

The first man to run tor the 
gate was of ample dimensions, 
and he became firmly jammed in 
the gap, leaving the other 
twenty-five men shut in with a 
panic-stricken rhino. 

Fortunately, what might have 
been a disaster proved nothing 
more than a frightening experi- 
ence, because the rhino merely 
stood and looked at the men as 
they. released their comrade and 
then made good their own es- 
cape _possibly his way of show- 
ine gratitude for the rescue!

Toward Perfection 


Only eleven years ago, no man 
had ever thrown the 35-pound 
weight more than 60 feet. Then, 
after Jim Scholz of Army sur- 
passed the 60-foot barrier, the 
record began increasing, gradu- 
ally, until last year Bob Backus, 
with a supreme effort, reached 
66 feet 2% inches. That was the 
listed world record as the A.A.U. 
indoor meet got under way in 
New York last month. 

Backus’s record did not last 
long. On the second of his six 
throws, Harold Connolly, who 
won the 1956 Olympic hammer- 
throwing title at Melbourne, 
strained, spun three times, and 
hurled the 35-pound weight an 
incredible 71 feet 2% inches. The 
70-foot barrier, seemingly unat- 
tainable a dceade ago, no longer 
existed. (To measure the impact 
of Connolly’s feat, consider a 
miler running his specialty in un- 
der 3:50.) 

“Harold's throw,” said Ed Flan- 

gan) the Boston University track 
coach who has worked with both 
Connolly and Backus, “comes 
the closest to absolute (physi- 


cal) perfection I ever hope to 


see.” ¢ 
At New York, Connolly was 
not the only athlete moving clos- 
er to perfection: Irvin (Bo) Ro- 
berson, a 24-year -old Army lieu- 
tenant from Fort Lee, Va., broad- 
jumped 25 feet 942 inches, break- 
ing the world indoor record (25 
feet 9 inches) set by the great 
Jesse Owens a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago.

The quality and kind of food 
we eat is the most important 
factor influencing our health, 
Professional fighters, who use an 
enormous amount of energy dur- 
ing a bout, heed wholesome, 
nourishing fare to give them the 
power they pack behind their 
punches. 


Jack London, the celebrated 
American novelist, once wrote a 
story about a boxer, who lost an 
important fight merely because 
he hadn’t the price of a pound 
of steak to tuck under his belt 
before going into the ring. 


Steaks have always formed the 
major part of a fighter’s diet. 
Usually, after a weigh-in at mid- 
day, they go-to a restaurant 
where the proprietor knows the 
kirid of food they require, He 
cooks them a steak that covers 
a large plate and that sets up 
the inner man for the tough 
business that lies ahead later on 
in the day. 


Sometimes a fighter has a diffi- 
cult time making the weight for 
the championship contest. He 
may have to semi-starve himself 
during the last week of training. 
But immediately he has passed 
the scales he hurries off to make 
up for lost time. : 


But you can have too much 
steak! Battling Nelson, that old- 
time tearaway lightweight cham- 
pion, could fight at top speed all 
day. Whenever he had a title 
fight they billed it for 45 rounds.

For $30,000,000, a priceless 
heritage in the form of a vast 
“green belt” surrounding Cana- 
‘da’s "national capital now is as- 
sured. 

It will be the first such North 
American community to con- 
quer the relentlessly creeping 
urban sprawl. 

The Canadian Government, 
through the agency of the Na- 
tional Capital Commission, is 
now buying up the necessary 
additional outlying acreage 
which will create the belt of 
green countryside around the 
capital. 

The belt now has been mapped 
_ $0 that its inner perimeter will 
_ eonfine a population of 600,000 
persons, a figure which now is 
not too many years away for 
this expanding city. 


The inevitable spill-over will. 


have to go into satellite towns 
outside the restricted acreage. 
Ottawa thereby will never be- 
come the metropolitan  brick- 
and-concrete sprawl which has 
befallen many another United 
States and Canadian city. 

The green belt averages about 
2% miles in depth. It covers an 
area of 57 square miles running 
in a continuous are around the 
capital's planned future limits. 


In this growing busy govern: 


ment city, it is still.-possible, 
because of thé green belt, to 
find old log fences, familiarly 
known as snake fences, stretch- 
ing for hundreds of yards within 
four miles of Parliament Hill 
In it, it is possible to find a large 
measure of rural life brought to 
the doorstep of an urban com- 
‘munity. Farms are numerous. 
What housing exists is very 
limited, and will never grow 
significantly. 

There have been approximate- 
ly 1,000 property owners in 37,- 
000 acres of green belt now be- 
ing acquired. About 600 of these 
are engaged in agriculture, in- 
cluding dairying, poultry farm- 
ing, and market gardening. Most 
of the remaining 400 are subur- 
ban property Re mainly 
living in single-family dwellings 
along highways and \suburban 
roads. 


The green belt long has been 
developing as an applied prin- 
ciple for the Canadian national 
capital program, It has been de- 
bated for years and was vigor- 
ously opposed by a number of 
landowners who wished to sell 
to real estate developments at 
high prices, 

In 1956, after years of strug- 
giling with the problem, the fed-

An effort was then made to 
take direct action through the 
Ontario Planning Area Board.

ownership. This action met the 
problem head on, and it has 
proved effective. 


Subsequently, the 600 green 
belt farm owners have been of- 
fered current market prices for 
their property. Many have been 
encouraged to stay on their land 
with long-term leases at low 
rentals. ; 

Even while the land purchases 
are proceeding, the green bell is 
being justified in various ways, 


‘not the least of which is its con- 


servation aspects. Plans call for 
a 4,000-acre government experi- 
mental farm to be located in one 
portion. 


In another part, an expensive 
but scattered complex of re- 
search buildings is to be built’on 
a campus arrangement by a pri- 
vately owned electrical corpora- 
tion. This already has raised 
speculation that the research ad- 


vantages of such an unusual 


isolation still close to gdovern- 
ment agencies and educational 
facilities may bring a deluge of 
applications. 


The green belt, nonetheless, 


will not be permitted to become — 


overcrowded with such facilities.

Getting all the heat and power 
you want — free — from deep 
down in the earth, is a fascinat- 
ing prospect. But don’t start dig- 
ging in the back forty right 
away. However, the following 
article from the Christian Science 
Monitor about geothermal power 
“down under” is worth passing 
on to you in my opinion. 


Australia and Japan have ask- 
ed New Zealand for advice on 


the generation of electric power* 


from natural geothermal steam 
resources. « 


Italy and New Zealand are the 
only countries who have suc- 
ceeded.in developing commer- 
cial power frem underground 
steam beds. The thermal region 
of the north island of New Zea- 
land is a belt of country about 
100 miles long by 30 miles wide. 
Steam from the hot centre of the 
earth seeped to the surface 
through a ‘bed of pumice one 
mile thick, and New Zealand en- 
gineers sank bores, some as 
much as 4,000 feet deep, to tap 
the steam. » 

= * * 


This massive storage bed of 
pumice acted like a giant tank, 
absorbing and retaining the 
steam under pressure. From the 
depths below the “tank” more 
steam continually moves up into 
storage, Roughly, that is the 
underground picture though 
there is some question about how 
quickly the “tank” can be kept 
supplied from below once large 
withdrawals are made. 


To test this output-input rate, 
New Zealand engineers have al- 
lowed test bores at Wairakel, the 
centre of the present geothermal 
power project, to run for long 
periods unchecked to see whe- 
ther there was any slackening 
of steam flow. So far, none has 
been evident. Now and then, a 
bore blocks up and has to be 
cleaned, a job that takes about 
five days, 

e ‘J * 

Poking something down a hole 
from which steam was roaring 
at 250° C. — more than twice 
the heat of boiling water — can 
be quite an engineering trick, 
best left to the engineers. 

This téndency to block up 
means that the engineers had to 
keep a fair supply of spare bores 
on hand that could be cut into 
production at such times. Of the 
60 or so bores sunk at’ Wairakei,

Wairakei should fulfill all its 
promise if political problems can 
be avoided. Some speakers’ in 
the House of Representatives 
have criticized it as a “gamble”. 
But; as one minister replied, the 
great ddvantage of natural steam 
was its availability 24, hours a 
day, regardless of the ‘weather. 

Widespread use of hydroelec- 
tric resources has brought New 
Zealand high living standards. 
In fact, most of the electricity 
is spent in maintaining these 
high standards. Two-thirds of all 
power generated is used for do- 
mestic and farm purposes with 
emphasis on domestic. This 
means that much less power ts 
spent on industry in New Zea- 
land than in the United States 
and Britain, where only one- 
third is used in* direct main- 
tenance of living standards.

Excites Japan 


The ofticial’s vo voice, to which 
all Japan was listening, was flat 
and dry, his words formal: “This 
afternoon at 4:15 at the Imperial 
Household Hospital, Her High- 
ness the Crown Princess honour- 
ably effecting delivery, the hon- 
ourable birth of a son oecurred. 
The exalted mother and child 
“are honourably healthy.” 

Thus, over transistur radios 
and television sets, in offices, 
@ushi (fish) shops, and homes, 
did the Japanese people learn 
last month of the birth of a 
first-born, 5-pound, 9-ounce 
princeling to Princess Michiko, 
the miller’s daughter who mar- 
tied Prince Akihito last April 
10. As a male child, he would 
be ond in line to succeed to 
the throne (as/ is Queen Eliza- 
beth’s new princeling in Bri- 
tain). 

All over Japan, the common 
people bowed low to each other 
and uttered “O-medeto gozai- 
masu” (Congratulations). Hun- 
dreds gathered at the great Ni- 
ju Bashi. (Double-Bridge) en- 
trance: to the palace grounds 
where some knelt in prayer and 
others shouted “banzai” for the 
benefit of newsreelmen. At the

As a 
treat these were all in turn 
“invited up”. to his rooms for 
a few hours’ freedom. 

Had the cages been/ secure, 
Oxford would probably have be- 
come reconciled to its unusual 
guests, but Frank’s pets proved 
extremely skillful at breaking 
bounds and he soon got used to 
receiving. frantic messages beg- 
ging him to collect oue or an- 
other of them from its latest es- 
eapade. — 


One morning the marmot had 
taken possession of the Chapter 
House just before the Chapter 


was due to meet; and on another. 
occasion the eagle stationed it- 


self in ‘the chapel doorway,~at- 
tacking everyone who approach- 
ed and preventing them from en- 
tering. 

Far from being, embarrassed 
by the notoriety which his ani- 
mal friends brought him, that 
autumn of 1844, Frank acquired 
a young bear on which he be- 
stowed the rather unusual name 
Tiglath Pilesner — Tig for short. 
Tig soon became ene of Oxford's 
great characters. 


Everywhere Frank went Tig - 


went, too, correctly dressed . in 
cap and gown! He was to be seen

) sociation met in Oxford, Tig 
went along in full academic dress 
to sée what he could make of 
the learned debates. 


Tig’s popularity, however, did 
not extend to the college authori- 
ties who were not very happy 
about the prospects of being 
mauled by a now fast growing 
and very powerful young bear. 

So one morning Frank had an 
urgent summons from the Dean. 
“Mr. Buckland,” the Dean began, 
“I hear you keep a bear in col- 
lege. Well, either’ you or your 
bear must go!” 

And so the beer went, but not 
foo far away. Buckland had 
friends at Islip, who rashly ag- 
reed to take in Tig, not realizing 
what a handful he was. With Tig 
also went the eagle, which had 
recently disgraced itself again by 
suddenly appearing at morning 
communion in the chapel. 

Tig, however, had no intention 
of submitting to complete cap- 
tivity. All kinds of cages and the 
most ingenious locks were tried, 
but to keep him shut up seemed 
virtually impossible. Within a 
few days each new cage or each 
new lock had been mastered, and 
the whole surrounding country- 
side soon learned to fear his next 
sudden appearance. 

On one occasion he found his 
way into a neighbour's stables 
and panicked the horses, and on 
another he appeared in the kit- 
chen and ate a leg of lamb the

ricaded herself in the scullery 
and screamed for help. 

At last Frank's friends decided 
they could no longer be held 
responsible for Tig’s behaviour, 
so he reluctantly agreed that 
Tig must go to the zoo. where 
there were cages strong enough 
to defeat even his ingenuity. 

In later life Frank Buckland 
became one’ of the most distin- 
guished and best known natural- 
ists of his day, and built up &

A Passion For 
Pinhead Art 


Except for a tiny spot of colour 
on the head, the pin that Jules 
Charbneau held up to the mag- 
nifying glass looked like any 
other he might have fished out 
of the huge oak desk ‘n his San 
Francisco office. But seen 
through the glass, Charbneau’s 
pin became .transformed. There, 
on the head, was a full-blown 
portrait of Abraham Lincoln, 
complete with’ wing collar, black 
tie, beard, and mournful expres- 
sion. 

“This was done by an artist 
in “ecuador,” explained Charb- 
neau last month. “To keep ‘his 
arm and body steady, he prac- 
ticed yoga and for a brush he 
plucked a hair from his own 
arm. However,” continued the 
76-year-old art appraiser, «he’s 
not going to paint any more like 
it because his eyes have gone 
bad. Another miniaturist, a man 
who lives in Buenos Aires, went 


completely blind after doing 
eight portraits on ‘heads of 
pins.” 

As he spoke, the paunchy 


Qharbneau, who owns one of the 
world’s outstanding collections 
of miniature and subminiature 
art, began pulling Lulliputian 
objects from his pockets. From 
one came a seven-piece solid- 
gold colfee service which he held 
between the thumb and forefin- 
ger of one hand./From another 
came an exquisite French cameo 
which showed a pastoral wood- 


land scene no bigger than an 
almond, and an ivory plaque 
on which some 800 Chinese 


characters were engraved on é 
1% by %-inch area. 


Among the other items in 


-“Charbneau’s collection of 33,000 


miscroscopic ‘objects are an In- 
dian basket a bit larger than a 
grain of sand; pictures of Queen 
Elizabeth, Pope Pius XII, and 
Windsor Castle done on a sesame 
seed; 200 elephants ‘carved out 
of ivory with a rat’s tooth, so 
small that they all fit into a 
cherry pit; a rifle arid pistol 
that fire minuscule ammunition; 
and a 3 by 4-inch tortoise-shell 
box. When the filigree lid is 
opened, a bird with natural fea- 
thers pops out and flaps * its 
wings while a miniature’ pipe 
organ plays a little song. 


Charbneau's favourite item, 
however, is a tiny piece of 
etched glass which contains his 
name, address, and the Lord’s 
Prayer. “The 294 letters cover 
an area the size of a needle 
point,” said Charbneau. “Using 
the same ratio, you could put 
the entire 3,566,480 letters of the 
Bible into a space 1/49 of an 
inch square, I think it’s the fin- 
est example of microscopic writ- 
ing in the world.” 

Although he earns his living 
as a professional appraiser, 
Charbneau refuses to be pinned 
down on a value for his collec- 
tion, most of which -is housed 
in an’ H-bomb-proof vault that 
he had built in an unused rail- 
road tunnel near San Francisco 
back in 1953. “Just say I've got 
the world’s largest,” he coyly 
telis his questioriers. Whatever 
value it may have, Charbneau’s 
collection of microscopic trea 
tures will probably wind up as 
one of the main attractions in

Q. How can I patch some bare 
spcis on my lawn?

A. Grind up about an inch of 
lead from an indelible pencil 
and mix this with a teaspoonful 
of glycerine and a teaspoonful 
of water. Let this settle for eight 
or ten hours, and it’s ready for 
use. 


Q. How can-I clean oil-stained 
ednerete garage floors? 

A. Sprinkle some sal soda con- 
centrate liberally on the floor, 
dampen this lightly with water, 
allow to stand overnight, ‘then 
scrub with water, and hose it 
off. 


Q. How can I remove the 
edeur of fresh paint from «a 
room? 

A. Cut a few pieces of lemon 
into a pail of water, place this 
in the room, and allow to remain 
for several hours. 


Q. What can I do about some 
dil stains on one of my rugs? 

A. Often effective for this is 
the treatment of the spots with 
a cloth soaked in limewater, af- 
terwards washing if necessary. 


Q. How can I prevent bugs in 
my flour supply? 

A. A tablespoon of salt con- 
tained ina small piece of cloth 
and placed in the flour bin or 
sack, will do the trick. You can 
use a teaspoon of salt for smaller 
quantities, such as cornstarch, 
five-pound bags of flour, etc.

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The neat little man in the gray 

mock and fedora sat in a cor- 
ner of the Vatican art gallery 
patiently dabbing paint on can- 
vas. He paused briefly in his 
‘work, leaned back from his easel, 
and told a visitor: “You are look- 
ing at a dying race. In a few 
years, we will be as extinct as the 
woolly elephant.” 

Francesco Sassy was talking 
about his job. For eighteen of his 
40 years he has been. a profes- 
sional copyist — a painter who 
reproduces museum masterpieces 
for sale to the public. Laboring 


_ diligently at their easels, copyists 


have long been a familiar sight 
to tourists in Europe's great mu- 
seums: The Vatican, the Uffizi 
and Pitti in Florence, the Louvre 
in Paris, the Prado in Madrid. 
This year, copyists are looking 
forward to the annual wave of 
tourists to give their ailing craft 
a shot in the arm. But they are 
none too hopeful of a long-range 
cure. 

Turning aside from his current 
project, a copy of fruit and flow- 
ers, a still life by an anonymous 
Dutchman (circa 1667), Signor 
Sassu explained the predicament

His mustache twitching, 
Sassu pointed to the dark: beige 
walls of the gallery; then to the 
whites of the still life. “Put this 
painting in a modern apartment 
where the walls are white,” he 
explained, “and the whites in the 
picture look dirty.” The proper 
. setting for such a picture, Sassu 
indicated, would be an old pal- 
azzo or castle — which are in 
short supply among copy cus- 
tomers. 


A second blow, said Sassu, is 
modern color photographs placed 
on canvas to give the illusion of 
painted texture — a cheaper pro- 
cess than oil painting, and pre- 
ferred in any case by many cus- 
tomers. “It is a terrible mistake,” 
coypist Sassu complained. “Noth- 
ing can replace oil. We are tum- 
bling forward into a terrible 
world of plastics and imitated 
products,” 

Other copyists agreed with 
Sassu. Maria Miro Montoyo in 
Madrid's Prado stressed that 


“you must feel a little of the soul - 


of the painter.” “A good copy is 
better than a bad original,” said 
Louvre copyist. Christie Milo, 
wheg}the Mona Lisa is “the Bri- 
gitte Bardot of the museum.” 


In Europe today, scores of 
copyists practice their art. Some 
are merely students trying to im- 
prove their technique. Most are 
professionals who find custom- 
ers among museum-goers who 
have become entranced with a 

‘particular painting. Prices de- 
pend on the size of the canvas 
and the precision of reproduction 
desired. Signor Sassu, for in- 
stance, charges from $60 to $320. 
His current project will take two 
months, for which he will re- 
ceive $112 — about what a bar- 
ker or shoemaker makes in offe 
month. A few topnotch copyists 
ares commissioned by museums, 
schools, and religious organiza- 
tions, which may want oil repro- 
ductions of famous paintings. 
One of the best of these artists 
was also at work at the Vatican 
gallery last week: Prof. Pompeo 


® Coccia, 70, whose clients in) his 
49 years on the job have ranged - 


from popes to American muse- 
ums. “There are fewer and few- 
er requests,” Professor Coccia 
says sadly. .“It's too much work 
and too little pay.” — 

In most major museums, copy- 
ists are permitted to paint, but 
under strict rules: No copy can 
be the same size as the original; 
no business may be conducted 
on the premises (but deals can 
be ‘arranged at nearby cafés); 
moreover, if there is a waiting 
list, a time limit is enforced 
(generally 30 days per painting) 

Though some museum officials 
attempt to discourage copyists, 
others are more sympathetic. At 
the Prado in Madrid where the 
works of Murillo, Velazquez, El 


Greco, and Goya attract a flock’ 


of copyists, director Fernando 
Alvarez de Sotomayor thinks 
the work of the copyists helps 
spread knowledge of master- 


pieces of art to areas of the world . 


which have none. “There are 
copyists who work by necessity 
to earn money. There are others 
who do it for pleasure. Bofh 
things are very respectable and 
useful. My only worry is that 
the rights of the copyists and 
those of the visitors do not col- 
lide.” A Louvre curator adds; 
“You find more humility, gener- 
osity, and a genuirfe desire to 
learn and share knowledge 
among the copyists than among 
any other group of artists.” 

Despite such sentiments, the 
ranks of the copyists continue to 
thin.

But, thanks to 
the wonders of modern research, 
it ebuld be in the future. 

The Rolls-Royce Company an- 
nourres the successful develop- 
ment of a new type of multifuel 
motor of which it declares: , 

“Eventually it will be able to 
operate on almost anything from 
peanut butter to creosote.” 


For the presen, the motor’s 
range of fuels comprises high 
octane gasoline, low octane gaso- 
line, kersosene, and diesel oil. 


A simple manual adjustment 
enables the new Rolls engine to 
be switched from one fuel to 
another. 

Known as the “K-type,” the 
motor is being built in three 
versions of four, five, and six 
cylinders. 

To experts it is a twin-opposed 
two-stroke compression 
ignition type. 

There are two pistons in each 
cylinder. One moves down and 
the other moves up to’ compress 


‘the fuel. The compression can 


reach such a high ratio that al- 
most anything of any oily nature 
can be ignited. 

Several cther British com- 
panies are working en similar 
motors, including Rootes, Ley- 
land, and Coventry Climax, 
states a writer in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

The development of the new 
Rolls-Royee type has been spon- 
sored by the War Office and is 
being closely watched by trans- 
port experts of the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization. It {fs 
intended to power all British 
wheeled combat vehicles in the 
future. For it has the obvious 
advantages that an Army will 
be able to fuel itself with what- 
-ever it finds in a combat area 
— gasoline, kerosene, oil, or 
whatever. 

As a civilian development, it 
seems that no one need ever run 
out of fuel again. One will be 
ablé to use what he has with 
him. But one wonders if Rolls 
owners carry peanut - butter

March 27 - April 1. 

With the nation’s “caloric in- 
take at af all-time high,” an 
“increasing proportion of our 
juvenile population appears. to 
be growing fat,” Dr. Garn com- 
ments. “Through the stimulation 
of advertising, tap water is be- 
ing replaced by sugared juices, 
milk, and carbonated drinks. 
Snacks have become a ritualized 
part of the movies, and candy 
and nuts are inseparable with 
television viewing,” 

While young America gorges 
on a diet that often has been 
called “one. great big milkshake,” 
exercise is diminishing, Dr. Garn 
continues. “In many of our great 
cities, safe opportunities for 
strenuous play “now scarcely 
exist. There is room at the curb 
for father to lather the automo- 
bile, but precious little space for 
(the child to play) tag.” 

Overweight juveniles are “of 
more than passing importance,” 
said Garn. The reason is_ that 
heart and artery diseases, parti- 
cularly hardening of the arteries, 
“far from being exclusively 
adult predispositions, actually 
begin with overweight in child- 
hood.” If 35 per cent of his 
calories come from fats, Junior 
may be prepared, “starting in 
the nursery’ school, for a coro- 
nary occlusion.” 

The anthropologist’s recom- 
mendation: “Keep the 6-year- 
old from eating his way into a 
premature grave at 60, even if it 
means making life less joyous in 
the childhood period.”

~as he sang his big aria “Urna 


fatale del mio destino” (‘Fatal 
urn of my destiny”).

(“Oh joy!”) he exclaimed as he 
took a few steps forward. Then, 
suddenly, in front of the horri- 
fied eyes of an audience of 
nearly 3,900, his massive body 
pitched forward like a stone 
statue.

Her younger son, Rudolf, spent 
every one of his holidays in 
Yugoslavia, searching for the 
Johann, so that his mother 
might find peace.

There -was nothing to identify 
the remains, but the young man 
took a plaster cast of the jaw, 
and a dentist in Linz was able 
to identify it as belonging to 
Johann, because’ of some work 


. carried out on his teeth many 


years before. 


A few weeks ago Rudolf re- 
turned to the lonely grave, dur- 
ing the night exhumed the body 
for a second time, and smuggled 
the remains back to Austria in 
the back of his car. 

They were buried with full 
military honours, but the ex- 
perience proved too much for 
the mother. She collapsed and 
dicd just after the funeral. 


Fish Grunted And 
Ships Took Fright 


Do fish gossip among them- 
selves? Whether they do or not, 
on occasions they have scared 
ships with their chatter! 

It happened early “in the last 
war, when submarine sound de- 
tectors first came into wide- 
spread use. Picking up strange 
sounds from the deeps, naval 
vessels guarding convoys drop- 
ped depth charges, fearing a 
submarine was néar. 

The victims? Innocent shoals 
of nattering fish! 


Because of such experiences, 
it became vitally necessary to 
find out what all the noises actu- 
ally were which were being 
picked wp. én : 

Ironically, the answer was 
really known all the time. It was 
a Lieutenant John te who, 
way back in 1824, reported 
“hearing while on naval 
duty in the FR Cambodie, in 
Cochin. China, These noises came 
from under the water, and some 
sounded to him like croaking 
frogs, some like distant bells 
mixed with the twang of a huge 
harp, while others sounded like 
notes from a deep-toned organ. 

Not for one moment did White 
suggest he had been inadvert- 
ently listening in to a “fish 
orchestra!” But he did suggest 
that fish were making these 
last resting place of his brother, 
noises. , 

Scientists then didn’t believe 
him. 

But during the last war, mar- 
ine biologists took up the hunt 
and established the truth — fish 
were responsible for undérseca 
noises. 

In an experiment near Bermu- 
da, they lowered hydrophones 


and recorded an amazing caco- 
phony of sound—whistles, bleats, 
moans, buzzes and clicks. When 
navy sonar operators were prob- 
ing the depths for the hum of 
submarines during the war, they 
were often interrupted by sounds 
like twigs burning or fat frying. 
They discovered that schools of 
snapping shrimps were the cul- 
prits. 

On occasions, however, this 
nuisance became an ally. Com- 
manders would guide their hunt- 
ed submarines into the shallows 
of a reef and lie hidden among 
the sheltering crackle of snap- 
ping shrimps. 

Because these underwater 
sounds affect naval listening de- 
vices, a library of recordings of 
fish noises is being collected by 
the U.S. Naval Ordnance Labora- 
tory.

To date, say Canada Depart- 

ent of Agriculture researchers, 

ver 80 species new to sciehce 
have been found. To describe 
and name them involved de- 
tailed studies of the predacious 
mites of, for example, Algeria 
and Central America, 

Nearly 30,000 species of mites 
— microscopic organisms related 
to spiders — are known. Many 
of them damage agricultural 
crops and fruit trees, especially 
those sprayed with DDT, which 
destroys the enemies of mites. 

* * * 


Damage would be much great- 
er if the pest species were not 
attacked and killed by preda- 
cious mites. Agriculturists dis- 
agree on the value of these pre- 
dacious species, and it was in 
the search of the answer that 
investigations were launched at 
Belleville. : 

A relatively minor aspect of 
these investigations developed 
into a major project. 

« * * 

Belleville scientists soon found 
that some of the predacious 
mites were species new to 
science. These had to be des; 
cribed and given scientific 
names. When this was done, Dr. 
D. A. Chant, leader of the re- 
search group, found himself re- 
cognized as an expert on the 
classification of predacious 
mites. : 

Investigations on the value of 
the predacious mites indicate 
that in some situations they are 
less valuable than has been sup- 
posed, because they feed on 
plants as well as on the plant- 
feeding mites. However, in other 
situations they effectively pre- 


‘vent serious damage tq crop 
plants. ‘ ‘ ‘ 
Sucking lice can reduce the 


number of red ‘blood cells in 
cattle. by as much as half, warns 
Dr. W. O. Haufe of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture's 
Lethbridge, Alta. research sta- 
tion. 
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When this happens, he points 
out, their resistance to unusual 
exercise, rigorous weather, se- 
vere conditions of ‘transporta- 
tion, and disease is reduced. 

* * = 


Some cattle are highly sus- 
ceptible to ‘biting and sucking 
lice and if kept in crowded 
quarters during winter on main- 
tenance rations, 
spread the infestation. Thus 
control by spraying, washing or 
dusting is vital. 

‘ * * * 

Spraying or washing cattle in 
cold, windy weather in winter 
involves the risk of respiratory 
diseases. This should be done in 
a warm building and cattle given 
comfortable shelter until they 
are dry. Failing this, it is ad- 
visable to use an insecticide dust 
for temporary control. — 

oa * = 


Dusts must be applied at two- 
week intervals. While less ef- 
fective than spraying, dusts re- 
duce lice sufficiently to prevent 
severe, anemia until the cattle 
can be sprayed during the first 
warm weather. 

A systematic insecticide such 
as ronnel in the form of boluses 
is satisfactory for urgent treat- 
ment of animals during severe 
weather. Three doses are requir- 
ed at 10-day intervals.. Each 
should contain five grams of the 
active ingredient for each 100 
pounds of.the animal's weight. 


Sixteen Years To 


‘Grow A Rose! 


On a sunny day this coming 
summer a lovely red rose will 
be ceremoniously plucked from 
a large rose tree on a grave at 
Mannheim, Pennsylvania, and 
presented to a beautiful young 
woman. 


A simple ceremony like this 
has been carried out every June 
since 1772, when — rose-loving 
Baron Heinrich Wilhelm Stiegel 
died at Mannheim, leaving his 
fortune to a local church on one 
condition, 

This was that each June, when 
the roses he loved were bloom- 
ing everywhere, a rose should 
be taken from a specially plant- 
ed tree above his’ churchyard 
grave and presented to his 
youngest and most attractive 
woman descendant. 

A slim, pretty teenager whd 
lives in Pennsylvania will be 
this year’s recipient, Like others 
before her who have received an 
“inheritance rose,” as it is called, 
she will keep it until she dies 

One of the Baron’s descendants 
travelled more than 300 miles 
to receive her rose some years 
ago. 

If there's one flower which fs 


rarely out of the news, it is the 
rose, Rose breeders are still try- 
ing to produce the “perfect rose.” 
One of the finest produced in re- 
eent years is a hybrid tea rose, 
1 rick pink: bloom with a deli- 
cate seent. The man who pro 
duced this exquisite newcomer to 
the rose world is said to have 


worked on it secretly for six 
teen years. 

Tremendous interest has al- 
ways been shown in Britain in 
the cultivation of roses which are 
the finest flowers natural to that 
soil, although there “birthplace”

was Persia. - 
Only ten kinds of roses were 
known in England in 1581 A 


century later we hear of nine- 
teen. and in a book on gardening 
published in 1798 nearly. fifty 
species are mentioned.

——~Roses are not merely decora- 
tive and sweet-smelling. They 
helped to fight disease in Brit- 
ain during the war. Rose hips, 
the fruits of rose shrubs, are rich 
in vitamin C, and when it was 
impossible to get oranges the 
hips were collected to make na- 
tional rose hip syrup, an anti- 
scorbutic for children. In one 
year, 1943, 500 tons of rose hips 
were picked from British hedges 
and made 2,500,000 bottles of 
syrup—equal in vitamin con- 
tent to 25 million oranges. 

When we talk of a lucky per- 
son We sometimes say he’s “on 
a bed of roses.” Well, a notori- 
ous early governor of Sicily did 
habe such a bed, He extorted 
$1,000,000 from the people and 
had himself carried by eight men 
on a bed stuffed with countless 
rose petals, On his head he wore 
a crown of roses and round his 
neck, rose garlands. 

Dip into history and you find 
scores of references to roses. The 
Emperor Nero loved them, He 
once spent more than $150,000 
procuring rose blooms: for a 
single magnificent feast. When 
he entertained in the open air a 
fountain in his garden ‘sometimes 
sprayed rose-water. 


It’s been calculated recently 
that 3,500,000 roses are needed 
to make one quart of pure attar 
of roses, the world’s most ex- 
pensive natural flower essence. 
There is a rose garden nearly 
thirty miles long in Bulgaria 
which produces forty tons of 
attar of rases annually, It was 
partly destroyed by the Nazis 
but is now flourishing again. 

Housewives used to make 
home-produced rose water to im- 
prove their complexions in Vic- 
torian times. In the early morn- 
ing they gathered the blooms of 
“cabbage” roses while the dew 
was still on them. They picked 
off the petals and prepared “a 
delicate concoction” which toned 
up their skin. 

An excellent jam is made from 
rose petals in some parts of 
Europe. Before the days of syn- 
thetic syrups, chopped rose 
petals added to sugar and baked 
in an oven was a favourite flav- 
ouring for cakes. 

Few rose lovers know that the 
Empress Josephine was so keen 


"to assemble the world’s best roses 


in her garden at Malmaison 
that she gave a certain Mr. Ken- 
nedy, of Hammersmith, London, 
a special passport. This enabled 
him, war or no war, to travel 
between Britain and France “in 
the service of the Empress’s 
roses.” 

Imagine paying your rent with 
a rose. This is -what Sir Christo- 
pher Hatton, Lprd Chancellor to 
the first Queen Elizabeth, paid 
for Ely Plaee, which he occupied 

When an electric company 
sought pérmission in 1931 to run 
cables across ground in Kent 
owned by the journalist and edi- 
tor, the late Arthur Mee, he said 


* he would accept a token payment 


annually of a red rose as rent 

In June of every year after 
that, until he died in 1943, Mr. 
Mee received a newly plucked 
red rose from the manager of 
the company. He used to press 
each rose, dry it and then place it 
in a rent book.

Winter nights are different, 
Then no song is to be heard im 


the orchard. Scme times the 


thunder omiutters deep-toned 
threats over the dark: mass of 
trees while the black rain pat- 
ters incessantly onto the broad 
banana leaves and strives to 
shake the quiet might of the 
sacred pipal tree. More often 
there is ho rain, and the trees 
stand silent in cold darkness or 
chill moonlight all night long. 


Not a sound can you hear, save ° 


when a bird utters an eerie cry, 
as in a dream, flutters about in 
the branches, and is quiet again, 


If you want to catch the 
dreamy loveliness of a winter's 
morning, you must wake up be- 
fore the sun does and go inte 
the orchard. You will hear the 
hundred thousand notes that 
make up the great morning 
hymn of the birds. You will find 
the trees shrouded in a gauze of 
blue mist. You will see the sun's 
first rays pierce the blue like a 
sheaf of gilt arrows and light up 
the dewdrops caught in the cob- 
webs on the grass, making them 
glitter like diamonds. 


Little by little the sunshine 
spreads over the orchard) cast- 
ing on each object the spell of 
its golden touch. The air loses 
its chill and becomes warm and 
balmy, and the green guavas 
drink in the golden warmth that 
will make them swell out round 
and full and tightly packed with 
soft, white, seeded sweetness, 
(But only the red-beaked par- 
rot knows which ones dre sugar- 
sweet, so pluck from the tree 
where this bird has pecked.) 

Many mingled scents are waft- 
ed to you — the lovely frag- 
rance of white jessamine flow- 
ers, the fresh smell of lime 
leaves, the delicate perfume of 
wild-pear blossom, the smells of 
moist earth and green grass. 
Lying there on the grass, you 
can hear the honey bees buzzing 
drowsily in the white pear tree 
and see the butterflies hovering 
around the red hibiscus flowers 
that loll out long, pollen-covered 
tongues.

Channel Beat Him 


So taatey people nowadays save 
the boat or air fare between 
England and France by crossing 
under their own power that 
Channel] swimming is no longer 
regarded as an outstanding feat 
of eridurance. 

I suppose the reason is that 


_ the modern swimmer is better 


trained and therefore more ef- 
ficient than the old-timers. 
Channel swimming is not exact- 
ly easy, but it has become quite 
a commonplace affair during the 
August and September “season.” 
_ Moreover, average times for 
the crossing have been brought 
down to roughly normal working 
hours. swimmer who stays 
in the water for twenty-two 
hours or more is regarded as a 


_ glowcoach rather than the posses- 


sor of terrific stamina and will- 
power, 


So, for a change, I suggest we 
salute one of the gallant failures 
of the Channel swim, T. W. Bur. 
gess. Strictly speaking, Burgess 
was anything but. a Channe! 
failure, for he did succeed in 
making the crossing, in Septem- 
ber, 1911. It was his sixteenth at- 
tempt. 


nL LLL OL AN LTE 


This story, however, is of one— 


of his failures, or rather a week 
of failures. For this extraordin- 
ary powerful swimmer covered 
roughly 110 miles in two attempt- 
ed crossings in the space of three 
days in August, 1908, when he 
was already forty-two years old. 

‘Each time wheather conditions 
were against him, yet each time 
he got close to the shore. All 
told he was in the water nearly 
forty-three hours. 

What is even more amazing 
for one who was so determined 
to swim the Channel, he scorn- 
ed the France to England route, 
which was. already recognized as 
being the easier way, and deter- 
mined that if he was going to 
make the crossing, he would do 
it from the English side. 

He had already made ten at- 
tempts before our story opens. 
Yet. he was in such a hurry to 
get to grips with his “old enemy” 
that he declared afterwards he 
had started off half an hour too 
s00N. 

He left the Kent coast at 9.30 


a.m. and climbed out of the 


water on to his accompanying 
tug. at 5.30 the next morning, 
when only half a mile from the 
French shore. For the twenty 
hours that he was in the water 
he was contending with a strong 
north-westerly wind. He swam 
or drifted over fifty miles. 

Also, he had been carried six 
miles off his course by a strong 
cross-current. He explained that 
had he started thirty minutes 
later he would have missed that 
cross-current and instead would 
have been carried along by a fol- 
lowing tide.

Three days later Burgess’s 
mother and sister, who were 
staying nearby, took a boat out 
in the Channel. The sea was any- 
thing but calm, and they had 
not been out long when waves 
began breaking over the bows 
of their craft. Wisely, they re- 
turned to harbour, and were 
amazed to hear newsboys call- 
ing out: “Burgess off on new 
Channel swim.” 


It was true, Defying the wea- 
ther Burgess’s indomitable spirit 
had driven him into the water 
again. He was heading ~§ fog 

\France. Once more; as we now 
know, he was doomed to failure 
— Wut what a gallant failuré it 
was. . 


This time he had made more 
careful calculations as to the 
hour at which to start, and for 
a long time it seemed that he 
@had overcome the troubles that 
had beset him on his previous at- 
tempts. : 

He had also decided on a new 
plan for this attack on the 
Channel. As soon as he saw 
Calais lightship he wars to swim 
straight for it, and then go in 
towards the shore. He saw the 
lightship all right, and made for 
it; according to the plan 

It was at this precise moment 
that the weather turned against 
him. The wind changed, the sea 
beeame even more choppy, and 
once again he was forced off his 
course. 

Twenty hours had passed since 
he last touched solid ground. 
Still he struggled grimly on. 
Again, we now know that his 
stubbornness was a major cause 


. of his failure this time. He had 


set a course, and he was deter- 
mined to stick it out, but at what 
cost of strength and achievement 
we cannot know. 

He had been going for nearly 
twenty-three hours when there 
came another dramatic develop- 
ment. So strong was the wind 
and tide that not even his ac-- 
companying tug could keep to 
its course. Though it had been 
sheltering him from the worst 
of the gale, the skipper now ran 
the terrible risk of being blown 
into him and running him down. 

Even Burgess agreed that it 
would be madness to continue in 
these cireymstances. Land was 
still two miles off, and there was 
no telling how much longer the 
gale would last. Reluctantly, he 
agreed to concede victory to the 
Channel once more. Despite his 
long ordeal, he was able to 
‘strike a defiant gesture by climb- 
ing aboard the tug unaided. 

He reckoned he had covered 
sixty miles, and a total of 110 
in the three days. In that time, 
he had made roughly seventy 
thousand arm and leg move- 
ments, and his only physical re- 
action was slight stiffness In the 
muscles of his left calf, 

Eventually he did achieve his 
ambition. He swam from Dover 
to Gris Negrin September, 1911, 
when forty-five years of age. 

The successful crossing took 
him over twenty-two hours.

The knocker-up himself was 
always punctual. With the aid 
of an alarm clock, he was usu- 
ally up at 3.30 am. He began 
tapping at his “clients’” win- 
dows at about 4.30 am. And it’s 
his proud boast that he never 
broke a window, however heavy 
a sleeper proved to be. Nor did 
he ever disturb neighbours who 
didn’t want to rise early. 

What will this knocker-up do 
during his retirement? “Lie in 
bed every morning until 6 a.m. 
at least,” he says with a grin. 
“On Sundays I may get up as 
late as seven!” 

\Pea-Shooter Brigade 

Knocking-up is a dying occu- 
pation in Britain nowadays, but 
there are still several hundred 
men and women who follow it. 
A Lancashire woman of eighty 
acted as knocker-up for work- 
people of the district for twenty- 
two years. Even on Sundays she 
woke as usual at 4 a.m. and, not 
having to go her rounds, went 
for a walk instead! 

Besides her knocking-up, she 
did all her own work, keeping 
her little house spotless.

The tap lines 
are now being strung into the 
homes of subscribers (who pay 
a $5 installation charge and then 
25 cents to $1 for each show 
they watch) and hooked into 
TV sets. A box about the size 
of a table radio, affixed atop 
the TV set, contains a coin slot 
(the box gives future credits if 
viewers overpay) and a dialing 
gadget. The dialer splits the 
local Channel 5—hitherto un- 
used in the area—into three 
channels. On two of these chan- 
nels—A and B—subscribers can 
bring in movies which begin at 
7 pm. The third channel, C, is 
a kind of combination huckster- 
entertainer: During the day, at 
no cost, it announces the attrac- 
tions for the evening, and inter- 
laces this with music. Channel 
C also is being used for public- 
service programing—such things 
as Canadian Red Cross reports 
to the community and religious 
shows. To vary the movie, fare, 
channels A and B also are beam- 
ing out weekend. children’s 
shows for 25 cents. 


Telemeter is already hatching 
plans to expand its programing 
with full-length operas, full- 
length ballets, and perhaps a 
current Broadway shew. One in- 
triguing possibility: Pre-Broad- 
way plays which might be fi- 
nanced by viewers’ coins during 
their tryouts. 

Sports projects also are a- 
cooking. Right now, Telemeter 
is showing some away-from- 
home games of the Toronto 
Maple Leafs hockey team. Base-~- 
ball, football, and basketball 
games may follow in season. 
One secret-——until) now: There is 
a chance the Ingemar Johans- 
son-Floyd Patterson heavyweight 
title fight in June will be 
shown on Etobicoke TV. 

Why_ Etobicoke? It was’ pick- 
ed, say the Telemeter people, 
because it is in an area where 
the competition of commercial 
TV is strong. Viewers in the 
suburb can receive five chan- 
nels—three from Buffalo, N.Y., 
and one each from Toronto and 
nearby Hamilton, Ont. If pay- 
TV works in Etobicoke, the 
theory is, it can work anywhere. 

It is too early to tell yet just 
how much has been racked up 
toward paying the bills for the 
$1.3 million installation. But, 


even as with commercial TV, . 


the Etobicoke operation has al- 
ready” faced occasional com- 
plaints. One came from a sub- 
scriber who squawked: “I’m get- 
ting my pay-TV picture for no- 
thing.” It seems he had sub- 
scribed in order to control the 
viewing of his kids. But with 
the movies coming on free, he 
couldn’t keep them away from 
the set. The magic box atop his 
set was promptly fixed.

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About Horse Sense 
And Non-Sense 


The cultural winning of the 
West seems to consist of half- 
hour segments during which no- 
body ever fed a horse. This ts 
unlike any horses that ever came 
to my attention back here in the 
jaded East. In fact, the winning 
of the West as so thoroughly de- 
picted on the air has turned 
out-to be a rather effete propo- 
sition, not at all as. I had thought. 


. The nutritional desuetude of the 


horse, alone, astounds me. 

Indeed, the whole role of the 
horse in the opening of the West 
is an amazing thing. You see, 
I know horses. | was brought. up 
with some of the best. And when 
.@ man in the picture says, “Awl 
raht, Hank, ah reckon you better 
saddle ‘hoss!” Hank comes 
back promptly with a horse all 
saddled. It wasn't like that. When 
anybody decided he'd like to go 
to the village, the hitching-in of 
a horse was a job of some dur- 
ation, and | always got out of it 
#i.1. could. There were times 
somebody suggested 1 hitch in 
old Gertie, and I'd disappear and 
be gone for days. 

Gertie was a fairly well-man- 
nered horse who, while you were 
buckling the surcingle, knew 
how to levitate and kick wita 


all four feet at once. Gertie: was, - 


a good horse, but she had_no de- 
sire to go to the village. 

While western horses never 
get fed, our old beasts were al- 
ways eating. The team would 
gei fed before daybreak of a 
winter's morn, so they could 
chomp everything down and be 
ready to hitch in when we fin- 
ished breakfast at the house. 
There was a peculiar noise about 
a horse going from his stall to 
the tub for “a” drink which has 
never been put on any sound 
track I've heard — the’ hollow 
ringing of his steel shoes on the 
hemlock planks of the barn 
floor, everything accentuated by 
the frost in the air, and then the 
sucking noise a horse makes 
when he drinks.

all by itself. You began by feed- 
ing the horse, giving him a drink, 
scouring him at least somewhat 
with a curry or brush, and swap- 
ping his halter for a bridle. When 
you got the bridle up around the 
eyes, ready for the bits, the 
horse would lay back his ears, 
close his teeth like the doors 
of a bank vault, and lift his head 
about 17 feet, backing up as he 


did. 
Thus the whole enterprise 
moved rearward, and if the 


worst happened your head-free 
horse bolted and would be gone 
until Tuesday. If you were fortu- 
nate, you got him bridled, and he 
would either stand for the rest, 
or you could snap him to the 
harnessing rings in the barn 
floor. Most any horse with what 
is hilariously called horse sense 
knew enough to inflate himself 
against the harness. He'd stand 
there with his eyes bugged out, 
holding his breath so you couldn't 
tighten the straps. 

Fitting a harnessed horse into 
the fills’ shafters, would make 
the best part of a show. You 
backed the horse in, steering him 
by the bridle, and had to reach 
down with the other hand and 
bring. up the fills, so they'd slide 
into™ihe loops. Probably nobody, 
in the entire history of horse- 
dom, ever did this completely 
and right the first time, because 
every horse had two sides, and 
you had to go around. 

Next came the fastening of 
the tugs to the whiffletree.

Along with producing quality 
stock, it is necessary to use mod- 
ern management and feeding 
practices, maintain strict sanita- 
tion, and work every “angle,” ac- 
cording to Mrs. Ingergell. 

Newest practice on the farm is 
artificial insemination, using her 
own toms. Used in combination 
with natural matings, fertility 
and profits are increased. This 
is the coming thing in the turkey 
business, she says. 

“Eventually, it will be uneces- 
sary to keep toms at all, which 
will be a big saving in feed — 
they are big eaters.” 

Commercial feed is bought in 
bulk in Kansas City. It is hauled 
to the farm by a livestock truck- 
er on return trips from the Kan- 
sas City stockyards. Grain is 
raised on the farm on available 
land as time permits, but it is a 
small ‘portion of the amount 
needed, writes Lois M. Smith in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 
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Because of labor and equip- 
ment costs, Mrs. Ingersoll finds it 
better to buy reserve supplies of 
corn, milo, and oats at harvest- 
time and store the grain in metal 
bins on the farm. 

Feeding is dong daily on bal- 
ance formulas changed every 
two weeks according to age and 
weight. Mrs. Ingersoll estimates 
that feed conversion is running 
just above 4% pounds of feed 
for each pound of turkey pro- 
duced. She says that feed con- 
version offers a big challenge to 
growers interested in doing a 
better job. 

“It’s a struggle for producers 
who do ‘everything from  pro- 
ducing fertile eggs to marketing 
live and dressed birds,” says the 
young businesswoman. “You 
really have to watch the cor- 
ners.” 

One profit booster for the 
farm is production of its own 
poults. Each November Mrs. In- 
gersoll, a licensed state selec- 
tion agent, personally selects 
about 1,500 hens and 250 toms 
as. breeders. These produce her 
own flock plus some 30,000 poults 
a year which are sold to other 
producers. , . ml 


Poults are produced-in three 
age groups, the largest number 
in the earliest group. This makes 
the most economical use of 
brooder space. On June 16, 17,- 
7,300 poults were taken from the 
brooders and put on range. 

Having a. jarge number of 
birds mature early permits more 
leeway in marketing. Sales are 
now spread out from September 
to December. Poults receive con- 
stant care, day and night, until 
they are grown and marketed. 

Last year, because of a tight 
commercial market, most of the 
big birds went alive to Kansas 
City wholesalers. Several hun- 
dred, however, were dressed in 
her modern processing plant 
and sold direct to the retail trade 
in Topeka, the state capital, a 
few miles distant, 

Mrs. Ingersoll handles super- 
vision and financial management 
alone and, during hatching sea- 
fon, commutes daily to the hat- 


chery in Burlington, 44 miles 
away, 

She gives much credit for her 
success to her two assistant man- 
agers.

Scrubbed and polished until 
every ‘brass rail shone, the U.S. 


heavy cruiser Northampton 
steamed through the Baltic one 
afternoon’ recently, its , prow 


cleaving a passage through the 
thickening ice. Aboard were 1,200 
officers and men togged out in 
their best blue winter uniforms 
in preparation for the civic re- 
ception that awaited them at 
Stockholm. 


Alas, 25 miles from the Swed- 
ish capital, the Northampton got 
stuck in the ice. And instead of 
the Americans going ashore to 
meet their hosts, the Swedes — 
by the hundreds — donned ice 
skates and skis and sped across 
the ice to greet the embarrassed 
cruiser. “HII, WELCOME TO 
SWEDEN,” the Swedes sprawl- 
ed on the ice. Capt. Harold G. 
Bowen Jr. the Northampton’s 
skipper, promptly offered them 
coffee and cakes. Across the Bal- 
tic, another ship, the German 
freighter August Peters, was get- 
ting a very different reception. 
The North German city of Kiel 
had forced it to move to the 
most remote anchorage available, 
and as it finally steamed away, 
flying the red flag of danger, 
Germans sighed with relief. The 
reason: The August Peters car- 
ried a load of 28,000 shells of the 
deadly gas called “tabun,” devel- 
oped by the Nazis and capable of 
wiping out whole cities im a mat- 
ter of minutes. A stockpile of ta- 
bun shells fell imto the hands of 
the British at the end of World 
War Il, and was dumped into 
the Baltic. Recently, it occurred 
to Kiel authorities that the rust- 
ing of shell cases might release 
some of the gas, and even set off 
a chain-reaction explosiom of (ne 
whole lot. Hastily, they hauied 
up the shells, then encased them 
in heavy cement-coated contain- 
ers, and loaded them onto the 
August Peters.

Not long afterwards the West 
Middlesex Coroner, on the out- 
skirts of London, conducted an 
inquest into the deaths of a 
young woman and her mother. 


They had both been severely: 


battered in a home they ran 


for old people in Ealing. 


The coroner's jury had no dit- 
ficulty in ing that the young 
woman's husband had ‘murdered 
his wife and his mother-in-law. 
The murderer and the corpes 
in Cologne were the same. 

If a Scots jury had not been so 


_ sympathetic, or perhaps stupid, 


in 1927, at the trial in Edin- 


burgh of John Donald Merrett 


for wounding his mother, sever- 
al lives would have been spared 
during the next twenty-seven 
years. 

Merrett, alias Chesney, alias 
Milner was a crook, gun-runner 
and smuggler — a vicious bully, 
a braggart, a liar and a rat.who 
lived off women. - 

He was also a murderer, but 
Lord Alness, the Scots Judge, 
could hardly be expected to fore- 
ee the future when he presided 
at the trial in Edinburgh. 

Chesney's lies led him on two 
occasions to the steps of the scaf- 
fold. On first occasion he was 
lucky, on the second he avoided 
the final ignominy by pis own. 
hand. 

In my time I have prosecuted 
hundreds of criminals. I have 


many well people sa 
that crime is a disease and that 
a be treated as 


ple there can ultimately be only 
one end. 

In Chesney's case the end was 
postponed for a few years by the 
intervention of the war. 

In 1927 Mrs. Bertha Merrett 
was living in Edinburgh with her 
only son, Jack Donald, who was 
then nineteen. The daughter of 
a Wealthy merchant, who had 
been separated from her husband 
for a number of years, she lived 
comfortably and lavished both 
affection and money upon her 
only child, who had decided to 
study art at the university. 

He was supposed to be attend- 


- ing his. classes, but quite un- 


known to his mother he was 
leading a very different life. 
Idle and dissolute and unmindful 
of his mother’s obvious concern, 
he had been for some time a 


habitué of dance’ halls, public 


houses, low-class cafés and clubs. 

Obviously he was a young ras- 
eal and early in 1927 had embark- 
ed on a life of crime which he 
was to follow for the next twen- 


fy-seven years. 
For some timé he had been 
robbing his mother by getting 


possession of her cheque book 
and forging her signature, Even- 
tudlly he was found out when his 
mother received a letter from 
her bank manager, disclosing the 


appalling state of her bank ac- 


count. She showed it to her son 
and he then promptly shot her, 

She did not die immediately 
and during the whole time she 
wus in hospital before her death, 
she never made any suggestion 
apainet him.

tinfortunately the jury were 
misguided enough to accept this 
estimation of the prisoner and

The prisoner added to his lies 
by giving evidence that his 
mother had shot herself. It was 

a vastly improbable account, but 
affparently the jury believed hin, 
took advantage of 
this chance. Shortly after his re- 
lease he married and before long 
he was back in prison again, af- 
ter a string of. bad cheques had 
caught up with him. When he 
came out from this sentence he 
inherited a fortune which had 
been left in trust for him by his 
grandfather. 

The Public Trustee, who was 
handling the affair, persuaded 
the young man to aettle nearly 
£9,000 on his wife. Under the 
settlement she was to receive the 
interest during her life, but if 
she died before her husband the 
capital would go back to him. 
Nobody could, of course, realize 
that years later that settlement 
was to be the girl’s death war- 
rant. 

After his second release from 
prison Ohesney persuaded his 


' wife to join him in what hé call- 


ed a series of adventures. For 
some years, right up to the 1939 
outbreak of war, they were in- 
volved in smuggling incidents on 


the Contin and running con- 
traband and guns in the Medi- 
terranean. ~ 


His. wife left him on several! 
occasions and throughout those 
years he was in prison again at 
least twice. 

In 1938 Mrs. Chesney ‘retired 
to @ London suburb with her 
mother to run a home for old 

people. 

Pron the outbreak of war, Ches- 
ney, with complete confidence, 
tricked the Navy into giving him 
a commission. Throughout his 
service he was regarded by the 
junior officers as a swashbuck- 
ling sea-dog, who had tales of 
fine adventure to tell and stories 
of fascinating people he had met. 
But he omitted to mention that 
the adventures were criminal] and 
the “fascinating people” were in 
prison. 

During the whole of this time 
he was seldom without some 
woman at his elbow and after 
the war he indulged in a riotous 
spree of illegal business and 
smuggling th Germany. 

But the time was running short 
for Ronald John Chesney and so 
was his money. He made desper- 
ate attempts to persuade his wife 
to divorce him or to break the 
trust in his favour, 

But Mrs. Chesney refused both 


his requests and that for her wag 
the end. In‘ 1954, by an ingenious 
plan Chesney came to London 
from Holland by air, murdered 
his wife and her mother in the 


old people’s home ahd got back 


io Halland before he was dis- 
covered,

How Can I?

Q. How can I make my own 
copper polish? 

A. A jar of paste made by 
blending flour, salt, and vinegar 
can be kept near your soap and 
cleanser. Rub this 6n your cop- 
per pans after washing, and then 
rinse. Dry with a soft towel or 
paper towelling. 

Q. What can I do about draw- 
ers that refuse to work and have 
become stuck because of damp- 
ness? 

A. Apply heat in the form of 
an electric pad, a sun-ray (infra- 
red) bulb, or a portable electric 
heater. The heat will cause the 
wood to shrink, and when the 
swelling goes down, the drawers 
will work again. Take ‘care, of 
course, not to scorch the wood.
